deputy sheriffs fired into a n infuria ted 
mob of miners. 
The men fell like so 
ma ny sheep, a nd the excitement since 
ha s been so intense tha t no a ccura te 
figures of the dea d a nd wounded ca n be 
obta ined. 
Reports run from 15 to 20 
odd killed a nd 40 more wounded. 
One 
ma n who rea ched the scene counted lit 
corpses. 
Four other bodies lie in the 
mounta ins between La timer a nd Ha r- 
leigh. Those who were not injured 
ca rried their dea d a nd wounded friends 
mro the woods, a nd estimute is ba ttled.

I ca lled to the deputies to discha rge 
their firea rms into the a ir over the 
hea ds of the strikers, a s it mignt prob­ 
a bly frighten them. 
It wa s done a t 
once, but it ha d no effect w ha tever on 
the infuria ted foreigners, who used me 
so much the rougher a nd beca me fiercer 
a nd fiercer, more like wild bea sts tha n 
huma n beings. The strikers then ma de 
a still bolder move a nd endea vored to 
surround my entire force of deputies. 
I fully rea lized tha t the foreigners w ere 
a despera te lot a na va lued life a t a 
very sma ll figure. 
I a lso sa w' tha t pa r­ 
ley ing with such a ga ng of infuria ted 
men wa s entirely out of the question, 
thev were too excited to listen to rea ­ 
son, a ud tha t my self a nd 
deputies 
would be killed if we were not rescued, 
or if we did not defend ourselves.”

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. ll. —The strike 
situation reached a terrible crisis on the 
outskirts of Latimer, when a band of 
deputy sheriffs fired into an infnriated 
mob of miners. 
The men fell like so 
many sheep, aud the excitement since 
has been so intense that no accurate 
figures of the dead and wounded can be 
obtained. 
Reports run from 15 to 20 
odd killed and 40 more wounded. 
One 
man who readied the scene counted Kl 
x>rpso>. Four other bodies lie in the 
mountains between Latimer and H ar­ 
leigh. Those who were not injured 
carried their dead and wounded friends 
into the woods, and estimate is battled.

I he schoolhouse was trans­ 
ferred into a temporary hospital and 
some of the wounded were taken there. 
The colliery ambulance was summoned 
to the place as soon as possible and 
upon its arrival the two men, both shot 
through the legs, were loaded into the 
wagron. All along the hill side wounded 
men were found on the green, on the 
roadside and in the fields. Many others 
who had been carried to a distance 
coaid not be found. 
As soon as the news of the shooting 
reached Hazleton there was consterna­ 
tion.

The two got into a cab and 
drove to the court house, where they 
were closeted together for some time. 
I Tne sheriff was at first reluctant to say 
whether he had given the command to 
fire, but afterward admitted that he 
had. 
The sheriff's detailed statement 
lcf as follows :

New York, Sept. ll.—R. O. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade issued 
today says: 
There is no halting in the advance. 
Business grows better in all ways, for 
while its speculative end breaks con­ 
spicuous gamblers for a decline, a 
steady increase in production rn work­ 
ing force aud in the power of the 
people to purchase is the feature which 
overshadows all others. 
Reports of 
New York trade unions show' an in­ 
crease since one year ago of 34 per cent 
in the number of men at work, aud a 
similar increase among men in like po­ 
sition throughout the country would 
exceed 340,OOO, while every week adds 
many establishments to the active list, 
The coal miners’ strike has disclosed 
such facts, aud brought to light such 
difference*, that work will probably be 
very soon resumed by a large share of 
the men. The farmers are helped by 
higher prices tor wheat and while 
western receipts do not show that they 
nave marketed a tenth of their crop, 
assuranc e of handsome profits to come 
prepares them to buy liberally here­ 
after. 
Be< ause of this aud the increase 
of iiands at work, dealers throughout 
the country have started to replenish 
stock, which is the great force at pres­ 
ent operating manufactories and trade, 
though distribution by retail trade has 
greatly increased. 
A gain of 12 per cent in oae mouth 
in the output of pigiron, from 165,378 
tons Aug. I to 185,056 Sept. I, with 
knowledge that half a dozen other 
furnaces are preparing to resume, and

ing a consumption of about 190,000 
tons, more than explains the moderate 
advance in prices of finished products, 
averaging but 6 per cent since the low- I 
est poyit, Aug. 12. 
\V heat has risen 5 cents the past 
week, not in a Hurry, but in answer to 
the daily increasing foreign demand. 
Though reports of the crop, now almost 
wholly out of danger, indicate a yield I 
never surpassed bat once, foreign ac­ 
counts will strengthen the belier that 
the deficiency abroad will be about 
100,000,000 bushels more than usual, 
and, meanwhile, reports indicate that 
less corn than was expected will be 
available for export. Its price bas risen 
about Ag of a cent. 
While wheat re­ 
ceipts at Chicago have been breaking 
records, receipts at all western ports for 
the week are far below last year’s, and 
at Atlantic ports 9,778,981 bushels.Hour 
included, against 4,270,755 bushels last 
year for two weeks, with 5,579.771 
bushels corn, against 3,570,704 bushels 
last year indicate a foreign demand ap­ 
parently limited at present only by 
ship room. 
With enormous speculative sales of

Failures for the week have been 215 
in the United States, against 315 last 
year.

buckwheat, 96.1; potatoes, 66.7. The 
condition of corn, 79.8, is 4.9 points 
lower than last month, 11.7 points 
lower than on Sept. I, 1896. aud 3.3 
points lower than the September aver­ 
age for the last ten years. 
The principal state averages are as 
follows: ohio, H4; Michigan, 88; In­ 
diana, s-j; Illinois, 84; Iowa. TO; Mis­ 
souri, TI; Kansas, 61; Nebraska. 87; 
Texas, 81; Tennessee, 85; Kentucky, 
83. 
The oudition of wheat 85.7 is 11,1 
poi rn* ii..'lier than on Sept. I, 1896, 
and *.50 points higher than the Sep­ 
tember average for the last ton years. 
There is a marked decline in the prin­ 
cipal spring wiieat states, as compared 
with last month. 
Tile average condition of oats is 84.6 
as compared with 86.0 on Aug. J, with 
74.0OH Sept. I, 1896, and with 80.7 the 
September average for the last ten 
years. 
The average condition of bar­ 
ley, 86.4, shows a decline of 1.1 points 
during the month, bat is higher by 3.3 
points than on Sept. I. 1896, and by 1.9 
points than the September average for 
the last ten years.

While there may he a tendency to ex- 
aggerate the actual condition of affairs 
there can be no question that famiue 
threatens the adventurous men and 
women who made their way to the 
Klondyke. 
Hundreds of unruly spirits 
are flocking to Dawson. Threats of 
violence are being made on every side. 
There are uttered threats of ven­ 
geance by those held at St. Michaels, 
who have little hopes of udvnucing up 
the river and less of getting back to 
civilization. 
The first signs of wiuter are apparent 
on the river 5 ukoii, which is beginning 
to freeze and iii a few weeks will be 
dosed. 
Enormous prices are now be­ 
ing paid for food at Dawson, and it is 
impossible that more than four vessels 
with provisions can reach Dawson be­ 
fore the river is a mass of ice. 
Even dire distress threatens those 
compelled to stay at St. Michaels 
Many are living iii tents. 
On the Cleveland there are38 passen­ 
gers. men, women and children, who 
have come from Dawson City. 
There are few miners iii this party 
that are able to tell of prosperity. Most 
of them wish to exaggerate their pos­ 
sessions and if one were to believe the 
stories they tell, he would say that the 
treasure ship iii which they have come 
carries |5,000,000. 
Captain Hall, master of the Cleve­ 
land, says that he has 6100.000 in hie 
safe. 
The purser believes that he can 
account for #150 IKM! on board.

showing him that he hadbeen in the dark. 
It caused a great deal of comment, as 
one of the firmest beliefs of the Presby- 
j ten a ii church is that sanctification does 
not come in this life, and that death is 
required to make one holy. 
On this the 
whole doctrine of the denomination is 
founded. 
“ The first public announcement of this 
change in his life was made by Rev. Mr. 
Norris last Sunday morning,” says the 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 
“ When he entered 
the pulpit he knelt for a moment in 
silent prayer, something that is never 
done by the Presbyterian 
ministers, 
although practiced by many other de­ 
nominations. 
The congregation was 
astounded, and Rev. Mr. Norris realized 
this fact. 
He then announced that his 
sermon would be from the epistle of St. 
Paul to the Corinthians. 
No particular 
passage was selected, but Mr. Norris 
read from all parts of the book, bringing 
out many points to prove that holiness 
can be obtained in this life, for the epis­ 
tles of St. Paul are filled with such 
proofs. 
“ During the sermon the members of 
the congregation sat in amazement 
Some even got up and left the building, 
so shocked were they at w hat they 
heard. 
At Sunday school that after­ 
noon Mrs. N om s advanced the same 
ideas to her class, and at the meeting of 
the Christian Endeavours it was again 
brought in. 
“ At the Wednesday evening prayer 
meeting, however, the most direct state­ 
ments were made, when Mr. Norris an­ 
nounced that no person who had not 
achieved 
holiness 
could 
be 
saved. 
Among the fashionable members of 
which the church is composed there 
were many new faces on that night, 
which were easily recognized ae belong­ 
ing to members of the Free Methodist 
and Sanctification beliefs. 
The new ­ 
comers expressed their views, which 
were much the same as those that had 
been advanced by Mr. Norris. 
Indig­ 
nation was extreme, and many of the 
prominent members declared that they 
would sever their connection with the 
chnrch. 
Since that time the m atter has 
been placed in the hands of Rev. William 
Jones, of Knoxville, the moderator of 
the district, who is making an investi­ 
gation of the case. 
“ As Rev. Mr. Norris has no defense to 
make, except his belief in the new doc­ 
trine, it is probable that his resignation 
as pastor of the church will be imme­ 


diately re jne-ted. Then his case will be 
carried into the presbytery. 
“ The regular meeting of the board of 
elders of the congregation was held last 
uigh* It was late when the meeting ad­ 
journed, and the members refused to 
state what had been done. or whether 
the m atter had ever been disrobed. 
It 
was ascertained, how* ver, that it wa* 
this subject that had kept them so late. 
“ Mr. Nom* has been pastor of the Mt. 
Washington church for three rears. He 
came here from Chicago, this being his 
third charge, the other one having been 
a small church in Ohio. 
Since he has 
been here he has worked hard for the 
church, and it was mainly due to his ef­ 
forts that the debts were all paid, and j 
an elegant pipe organ recently pur- j 
chased. It is not likely that any of the 
member* will follow him in his new be­ 
lief.”

1 0 ,0 0 0 threads spun by the 
full grown spider, when taken together, 
w ill not be equal in substance to the 
size of a sing le hair. To this, if we add 
that 400 young spiders at the tim e when 
they begin to %pin their w'ebs are not 
larger than one full grown one and 
that each of these minute spiders pos* 
sosHi'S the same organs as the larger

To this, if we add 
that 400 young spiders at the tim e when 
they begin to %pin their webs are not 
larger than one full grown one aud 
that each of these m inute spiders pos­ 
sesses the atune organs as the larger
